COLLEGE, HOTEL, AND BOARDING HOUSE 
ACCOMMODATION 


The accommodation for visitors to the Annual Meeting 
consists of (a) rooms in colleges, (b) hotels, and (c) board- 
ing houses, lodgings, and private houses. Oxford is nowa- 
days a favourite place for conferences and meetings of all 
kinds, and also a show place attracting many tourists. 
The hotel accommodation is comparatively meagre. In- 
tending visitors are therefore urged to make their arrange- 
ments well in advance. 


College Accommodation 


The college accommodation is limited. Application 
should be made as early as possible to the B.M.A. Office, 
The Cottage, Keble Road, Oxford. Colleges have the 
advantages of being central in position and inexpensive. 
The cost varies somewhat at different colleges, but will 
probably in no case exceed 15s. per day for bed and full 
board. Most colleges can take only men, but a certain 
number of rooms are available for both sexes. Those who 
apply for this accommodation should specify the precise 
duration of their stay, and must understand that they 
will be expected to conform to the customs of the univer- 
sity—for example, college gates are not kept open through- 
out the night. So far as possible, ophthalmologists who 
apply early and who express a wish to be with other 
members of their Section will be housed in Keble College. 
Members of the Oto-rhino-laryngology Section will 
similarly be accommodated in Oriel College. Members 
must make their own arrangements for garaging their cars 
in public garages. The address of the nearest garage will 
be sent to everyone applying for rooms in college. To 
avoid disappointment, it is strongly recommended that 
garage accommodation be booked early.

CONFERENCE OF PHYSICAL MEDICINE 
GROUP 


The annual Conference of the Practitioners of Physical 
Medicine Group of the Association was held in the offices 
of the Association, B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, 
London, on January 3rd. Dr. E. P. CUMBERBATCH, chair- 
man of the Committee of the Group, was elected chair- 
man of the Conference. 


Report of Group Committee 


The CHAIRMAN outlined the work which the Group 
Committee had done since the last meeting of the Group. 
He referred particularly to the need for devising some 
means of improving the status of physical medicine. It 
would be seen from the conference agenda that the Group 
Committee had intended to express to the Conference the 
opinion that all hospital departments concerned with 
physical treatment should be uniformly designated as 
“Departments of Physical Medicine,’ and that this sug- 
gestion should be communicated to all practitioners 
attached to such departments. The meeting of the 
Committee, however, which had been held immediately 
before the present Conference, had come to the conclusion 
that the time was not yet ripe for such propaganda, and 
that efforts should at present be confined to improving 
and establishing the status of physical medicine. The 
Committee would propose that in order to secure a proper 
liaison between the physical medicine staff and the other 
departments of teaching hospitals, and to ensure that 
the students received adequate instruction in physical 
methods of diagnosis and treatment, a member of the 
physical medicine staff should be included in the member- 
ship of each teaching unit. This member would not neces- 
sarily be the head of the physical medicine department, 
but probably his assistant would be considered the most 
suitable representative. The Committee had also ex- 
pressed the opinion that the teaching of therapeutics must 
be regarded as incomplete if it did not include physical 
methods. 

_ The Chairman said that the Group Committee had been 
Impressed by the valuable work done by the American 
Medical Association, through its Council on Physical 
herapy, in reducing the number of fraudulent claims 
made by manufacturers and retailers of physio-medical 
apparatus. There was no legal power in this country to 
Prevent exaggerated claims by makers of such apparatus, 
ut the appropriate committee of the British Medical 


Association had been asked to consider whether some 
voluntary scheme of control would be practicable. 

The question of the establishment of a diploma in 
physical medicine had been considered by the Committee 
in 1933, and it had come to the conclusion that the time 
was not then propitious for any recommendation on the 
subject. Since then, however, circumstances had changed, 
and the Committee now considered that action should 
be taken forthwith to advocate the institution of a 
diploma. It therefore suggested that the Conference 
should direct it to submit to the Joint Committee of the 
Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons a resolution 
in favour of a diploma. 

The Committee had been approached by the British 
Institute of Radiology with the request that it should 
express an opinion on the correct definition of the term 
radiologist.’” The Committee, however, had not thought 
it necessary to take any action, as the matter had already 
been referred to the British Medical Association through 
other channels. 


Question of Continuance of Group 


At the conclusion of the Chairman’s address Dr. C. B. 
HEALD said that before the Conference proceeded to a 
general discussion of the matters raised he would like 
to ask the meeting whether it considered that, in view 
of the small interest taken by the profession, the Group 
should be discontinued. He had taken a prominent part 
in the formation of the Group because he believed that 
there was a wide field for its activities. But after its 
establishment he had received very little support, both 
from the Group Committee and from the Conference. 
That only a handful of members had thought it worth 
while to attend the present meeting was evidence that 
general interest had not increased, and it seemed useless 
in the absence of even a moderate amount of interest 
and support to discuss such questions as the establish- 
ment of a diploma. He seriously doubted whether it 
was fair to ask the one or two members who were 
interested to continue to sacrifice their time and efforts 
to a hopeless cause. They and their generation would 
not benefit from their work ; the beneficiaries would be 
the next generation. He wished formally to propose that, 
in view of the lack of support, the Group of Practitioners 
of Physical Medicine be discontinued. 

Sir RoBERT STANTON Woops said that he regretted the 
small attendance, and sympathized deeply with the views 
expressed by Dr. Heald. At the same time he thought 
that for several reasons it would be a great mistake to 
dissolve the Group. First, it was the only contact which 
members as specialists had with the British Medical Asso- 
ciation. Secondly, it was often found that the pioneer 
work of a movement was done by a few enthusiastic 
members and that successful results were obtained after 
very disheartening beginnings. Thirdly, the apparent lack 
of interest on the part of the general body of practitioners 
of physical medicine was possibly an indication that they 
were content to leave the care of their professional 
interests to the Council of the British Medical Associa- 
tion. Lastly, the dissolution of the Group would be a 
confession of defeat. 

Other members of the Conference expressed their agree- 
ment with the previous speaker, and there appeared a 
general desire among those present that the Group should 
be given another chance. Dr. Heald therefore consented 
to withdraw his proposal. 


Status of Physical Medicine 


The discussion of the report of the Group Committee 
was then opened, and the Chairman submitted a motion 
that 


‘‘ there should be attached to every teaching unit in the 
hospitals a member specially qualified in physical methods 
of diagnosis and treatment in order to secure an adequate 
liaison and to ensure the instruction of the students in the 
subject.”’ 


Sir RoBert STANTON Woops opposed the motion on the 
ground that such an arrangement would place physical 
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medicine in subordination to the medical and_ surgical 
units. Hasty action in this direction might prejudice the 
future status of physical medicine. It was finally resolved 
that consideration of this matter should be postponed. 


Diploma in Physical Medicine 
The CHAIRMAN moved that 


‘* Circumstances have so far changed since the Com- 
mittee’s previous opinion was expressed as to render 
desirable the early institution of a diploma in physical 
medicine, and that the Group be recommended to direct 
the submission to the Joint Committee of the Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons of a resolution in favour of the 
establishment of such a diploma.’’ 


The Conference agreed that the time was ripe for the 
submission of definite proposals to the appropriate 
authorities, and after approving the Committee’s recom- 
mendation in general terms it requested that the new 
Group Committee should consider at an early date what 
further action should be taken. 


Definition of “ Radiologist” 


During the discussion of the definition of the term 
“radiologist ’’ the opinion was expressed that an 
authoritative definition was necessary. The term should 
include not only specialists in treatment by Roentgen 
rays, but also specialists in other forms of radiological 
treatment, such as ultra-violet light. If the term related 
only to x-ray treatment it should be ‘‘ roentgenologist.’’ 
It was important that physical medicine should be 
regarded as a comprehensive method of treatment divided 
into definite sections.

PUBLIC HEALTH WORK OF THE 
ASSOCIATION 


NATIONAL MATERNITY SERVICE AND PROPOSALS 
FOR SALARIED MIDWIVES 


One of the principal subjects of discussion at the meeting 
of the Public Health Committee of the British Medical 
Association on January 3rd was the possible effect upon 
the Association's scheme for a National Maternity Service 
should the recommendations contained in the report of 
the Joint Council of Midwifery on the desirability of a 
salaried service of midwives be followed by legislation. 
The chairman of the committee, Professor R. M. F. 
Picken, said that two resolutions of the last Annual 
Representative Meeting—one of them asking the Council 
to consider the diminution of the opportunities for mid- 
wifery in general practice, and the other deprecating the 
publicity in the lay press which the subject of maternal 
mortality had received, a publicity which tended to terrify 
child-bearing women and to increase rather than to 
lessen maternal mortality—might be regarded as dis- 
charged in the memorandum on the National Maternity 
Service which the Council had approved. With regard 
to the recommendations of the Joint Council on a salaried 
service of midwives the Council of the Association had 
already made a separate comment. This proposal touched 
only a relatively small part of the whole question of a 
national maternity service, and the Council had expressed 
neither approval nor disapproval ; all that it had done 
was to lay down certain conditions which were in its view 
essential to a whole-time midwives’ service. These were: 
that there should be as free a choice as possible of mid- 


wife by patient ; that, in the case of individual miau: 
skill, judgement, and personality should reg , 
reward ; and that the medical practitioner shoulg ha 
the opportunity of advising his patient as to the mid - 
who would undertake in association with him the r wry 
bility for that patient’s welfare. — 

In the course of discussion the point was made that 
whole-time salaried midwifery service was not ‘neat 
sistent with the national maternity service scheme of the 
Association, but that great care would have to be tak , 
if it were to be regarded as an instalment towards suc 
a scheme, that conditions were not laid down at 
point which would be inconsistent with the scheme asa 
whole. Some members feared that under the Provisions 
of any Bill establishing a salaried service of Midwives 
there would be a number of cases in which the third 
principle laid down by the Association—namely, that the 
practitioner should have the opportunity of advisj his 
patient as to the co-operating midwife—would be im. 
practicable. It was common ground, of course, that it 
was not for the practitioner to impose his will on the 
patient as to the nurse she should employ, but that the 
patient in consultation with the doctor should decide 
which nurse she would like. It was the patient’s choice 
which was the paramount consideration. Whether much 
choice would be possible if there were a salaried service 
was a matter of opinion, probably only to be settled by 
experience. 

There was a variety of opinion in the committee as tp 
whether or not the establishment of a whole-time mid. 
wifery service would be prejudicial to the eventual 
adoption of the wider scheme of the Association. The 
hope was expressed that in any debate in Parliament on 
proposals for establishing a midwifery service like that 
recommended by the Joint Council means would be found 
for drawing attention to the fact that the Association's 
proposals went much further and dealt more comprehen- 
sively with the whole situation. Professor Picken, Sir 
Henry Brackenbury, and Dr. W. Paterson (as chairman 
of the Maternity and Child Welfare Subcommittee), and 
the Medical Secretary were appointed to interview the 
Ministry of Health on the subject. 

The committee had before it some representations from 
local practitioners on a scheme which the borough council 
of Luton has adopted for a trial period of one year for 
a municipal maternity home from which the general 
practitioner is virtually excluded. One representative 
from the local practitioners attended, and gave details 
of the arrangements, which have the effect, in the view af 
the local profession, of closing the door to the general 
practitioner, not completely but almost completely, ofa 
maternity home in which nearly one-half of the births 
of the town would occur. The chairman said that full 
acknowledgement must be made of the fact that in its 
preliminary procedure the Luton council had acted as the 
Association would like all councils to act in giving oppor 
tunity for the representation of the profession’s point of 
view. The question was, now that the scheme had been 
adopted, whether the Association could do any more 
either centrally or locally. 

It was the feeling of the committee that this was a 
case in which it might well be pointed out what had beet 
done elsewhere. One member, medical officer of health 
for a county borough, described the arrangements in his 
own maternity hospital, where one-third of the total 
births in the borough were attended, and where attend- 
ance by the private practitioner, backed by a consultant 
service, was found to function admirably. The ante 
natal work was done in an annexe to the hospital. It 
was agreed to remind the Ministry of this experience, 
and to draw attention to the fact that the Luton scheme 
was definitely contrary to the policy of the Association, 
although in the matter of previous consultation the local 
council had acted in a way at which no one could cavil. 


Education of the Public in Health 


Following on a previous resolution, the committee had 
before it the proposals, approved by the Annual Repre 
sentative Meeting, 1927, for action by Divisions 
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oT ee the education of the public in health matters. 
Branches Brackenbury, at whose instance this was 
Sit poy rward, said it was not desirable for the Associa- 
its activities in this particular field with any 
oe body, however influential. The Association had 
ge ‘istinctive work to do in health education and 
independently of any other organization. 
es agreed that in view of the new directions in 
z a portunities for the health education of the public 
inde out, in particular through the establish- 
po or t the Public Medical Services, whereby the general 
ae fitioner was, or could be, brought more definitely 
sabe field of preventive medicine, the memorandum of 


into 
: o should be recirculated to Divisions and 
should be sent also to Public Medical 
Services. 


Various Public Health Activities 


A memorandum from the Royal Medico-Psychological 
Association was considered relating to the organization 
of mental health services. The principal proposal was 
that local authorities should be encouraged to form an 
independent Mental Health Committee, with adequate 
medical representation, to combine the powers of the 
present mental hospitals and mental deficiency com- 
mittees and to include such ancillary activities as mental 
observation wards and out-patient clinics, child guidance 
clinics, delinquency, and social and after-care work. The 
proposals were recognized as important and far-reaching, 
and representatives were appointed to consider them with 
representatives of the proposing association. 

A report was made by certain members of the com- 
mittee who had been appointed to discuss with repre- 
sentatives of the Society of Medical Officers of Health 
and the British Dental Association the scale of fees 
recommended by the latter body for the remuneration 
of public health dental officers. Agreement had been 
reached on the principle that it was desirable to set up 
a scale for such officers and to approach first of all the 
Board of Education and the central bodies representing 
local authorities with a view to a conference of repre- 
sentatives to consider the scale suggested. Certain sug- 
gestions had been made by the B.M.A. representatives as 
to sessional fees, and the British Dental Association had 
promised to consult again with the other two bodies at 
a later date. 

The Deputy Medical Secretary (Dr. Hill) recounted 
certain conversations which he had had with officers of 
the Norfolk County Council as a result of which it seemed 
likely that the dispute with that body, which had lasted 
since the introduction of the Memorandum of Recom- 
mendations as to Salaries, would be brought to an end. 

Circular No. 1443, issued by the Board of Education 
to local education authorities on the provision of meals for 
children attending public elementary schools, was placed 
before the committee. It was remarked that the editorial 
in the British Medical Journal for the previous week 
(December 28th, 1935, p. 1261) seemed to strike the nail 
on the head, and further action was not required. 
_ Dr. Snell brought forward a report from the Public 
Assistance Medical Officers Subcommittee, of which he is 
chairman. He said that a large part of the meeting of 
the subcommittee was taken up by a discussion with 
three representatives of the Association of Local Govern- 
ment Medical Officers, who had suggested the formation 
of an ad hoc committee by the British Medical Associa- 
tion to consider matters concerning those engaged in 
public assistance medical work. The atmosphere, how- 
ever, had been cleared in the end, and it was felt that, 
i view of the close association of such work with that 
of public health medical officers in general, the present 
arangement whereby the interests of public assistance 
medical officers were safeguarded through a subcommittee 
of the Public Health Committee had a great deal to 
recommend it. On the question of district medical officers 
of the London County Council, it was reported that a 
deputation had urged on the Hospitals and Medical 

vices Committee of that body a trial of the open- 
choice method in one or two sclected areas. 


The committee had before it a memorandum by Dr. 
Snell on the question of additional duties placed on 
medical officers of health, but in view of the crowded 
state of the agenda and the fact that Dr. Snell desired 
to enlarge his memorandum with some further informa- 
tion, the consideration of this subject was postponed 
until the next meeting. 


CONFERENCE OF CONSULTING 
PATHOLOGISTS GROUP 


The annual conference of the Consulting Pathologists 
Group of the Association was held at B.M.A. House on 
December 21st, 1935, when eleven members were present, 
Dr. A. F. S. Sladden of Swansea being elected to the chair. 
The following report of the work of the Group Committee 
for 1934-5 was approved. 


Membership of Group 


The Committee has carefully scrutinized the list of 
members of the Group, and has added thereto B.M.A. 
members of the Pathological Society of Great Britain and 
Ireland or of the Association of Clinical Pathologists who 
are eligible for membership of the Group. 


Pathological Facilities for Insured Persons and their 
Dependants 

The Committee has dealt with applications for inclusion 
in the list of pathological laboratories willing to examine 
specimens for insured persons and their dependants in 
accordance with the scale of fees approved by the British 
Medical Association for this work. Details of the scheme 
will be published in an early issue of the Supplement to 
the British Medical Journal. 


Diagnosis and Treatment of Anaemias 

The Council of the British Medical Association, on the 
recommendation of the Insurance Acts Committee, passed 
a resolution stating that the failure to provide laboratory 
facilities for patients under the National Health Insurance 
Acts suffering or suspected to suffer from anaemia was 
responsible for much wastage both of material and of 
human efficiency and life, and that such laboratory service 
should be made available in recognized centres, both for 
initial differential diagnosis and for the periodical exam- 
inations necessary to assure the maintenance of a sound 
state of health. 


Departmental Committee on Coroners’ Law and 
Practice 
When the report of the Home Office Departmental 
Committee on Coroners’ Law and Practice is available it 
will be considered by the Group Committee. 


Fees for Pathological Work for Insured Persons 
and their Dependants 
The Committee is considering the amendment of the 
scale of fees approved by the Association for pathological 
work for insured persons and their dependants (D.11 
(revised), 1930-1). The conference authorized the Com- 
mittee to proceed with this. 


Fee for Bacterial Examination of Milk 
The Committee has asked the Public Health Committee 
to approach the Ministry of Health in the matter of the 
fee for bacterial examination of milk, which was reduced 
from 5s. to 4s. 6d. in 1931, and has supplied statistics as 
to the cost of these examinations, obtained from its 
members.

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MEDICO-POLITICAL ACTIVITIES 


PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICES 


A meeting of the Medico-Political Committee of the British 
Medical Association was held on January 8th under the 
chairmanship of Dr. J. W. Bone, and afterwards, on 
Dr. Bone having to leave on other Association business, of 
Dr. H. W. Pooler. The minutes of the recent Conference 
of Public Medical Services were laid before the Committee. 
The Chairman of Council (Dr. E. Kaye Le Fleming), who 
had presided over the greater part of the Conference, said 
that it was a most complete success, and demonstrated a 
degree of interest and activity in public medical services 
which was most encouraging. The papers and discussions 
were of a very practical character. He thought that the 
Conference did much towards crystallizing opinion, pre- 
viously fluid, and with the newly appointed Assistant 
Medical Secretary, Dr. Durand, specially in charge of this 
department, the Association would be better able to 
advise in the development and co-ordination of the 
services. 

It was suggested that the several resolutions carried 
by the Conference should be passed on for consideration 
and report to the Public Medical Services Subcommittee. 
Special attention was drawn, however, to one resolution 
suggesting that there should be constituted a Public 
Medical Service Committee of the Association, which 
should be fully representative of the services and be 
analogous to the Insurance Acts Committee. This matter 
had more than one aspect, and brought in the whole 
question of contract practice and of attendance on depend- 
ants of insured persons, so that it might be beyond the 
competence of a subcommittee with a narrow reference. It 
was agreed eventually to remit the question to the 
members of the Public Medical Services Subcommittee 
with the addition of the Chairman ‘%f Council, the 
Treasurer, Sir Henry Brackenbury, Dr. Alfred Cox, chair- 
man of the next Conference, and Dr. H. G. Dain, lately 
chairman of the Insurance Acts Committee. 


Parliamentary Representation 

The Committee gave attention to an instruction of 
Council that in view of the importance of medical practi- 
tioners being represented in Parliament, the most suitable 
procedure for the adoption of such candidates and the 
promotion of their candidature should be considered and 
made the subject of a report. It was pointed out that the 
Committee had already constituted a subcommittee to 
consider the question of the election of medical men to 
local councils, and although Parliamentary elections 
brought in some different considerations, the reference of 
this other matter to the existing subcommittee might be 
the most convenient course. It was agreed to extend the 
subcommittee’s reference accordingly. 


Workmen’s Compensation 

The appointment by the Home Secretary of a depart- 
mental committee to inquire into the operation of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Acts, the system of medical 
examination and certification by medical referees and 
certifying surgeons, and the working of the provisions and 
practice relating to the settlement of workmen’s compensa- 
tion claims by the payment of lump sums, was mentioned. 
It was stated that as the Association had been invited to 
give evidence the chairman of the Medico-Political Com- 
mittee had appointed a subcommittee to consider the 
evidence which should be given, apart from certain aspects 
of the question which are being dealt with by a special 
committee of the Council. The action of the chairman 
was approved, one additional name being added to the 
personnel of the subcommittee. 


Fees of Practitioners in Medico-legal Case 


A letter was read from the Medical Defence yp: 
drawing attention to what was alleged to be an incr es 
practice whereby solicitors obtained the Services 
practitioner in a pending case and afterwards POR 
responsibility for ensuring the payment of the fees ip, 
volved. It was stated that solicitors sometimes ask 
practitioners to provide medical reports upon PETSOnS Why 
are in the position of plaintiffs with a view to substantigt. 
ing their case either in discussions with solicitors for the 
other side or before judge or jury, and Sometimes {hy 
letter of request is so carefully worded as to enable the 
solicitors afterwards to retreat from the implied Obligation 
if they desire to do so. It was agreed to explore the 
possibilities of a joint deputation to the Law Society from 
the Medical Defence Union and the Association With 4 
view to getting this matter investigated. 


Use of the Terms “Pathologist” and “Bacteriologist” 


Some discussion took place on the use of the terms 
pathologist ’’ and bacteriologist ’’ by persons not 
possessing medical qualifications. The immediate occasion 
was the report of an inquest in which the laboratg 
attendant had been described as the ‘‘ pathologist ” to g 
hospital, but this was cleared up by a letter from the 
coroner, which stated that the evidence of the person in 
question was limited to a technical point concerning ap 
electrical fitting, and that no evidence as to a post-mortem 
condition would have been accepted from him. It was 
mentioned that a post of county bacteriologist had 
recently been offered for advertisement, with the state 
ment that applicants need not be medical men. 

The view of the Committee was that while there were 
no means of preventing a man, not qualified medically, 
describing himself as a ‘‘ bacteriologist ’’ or a “ patho 
logist,’’ certainly if a person doing this work had to report 
on specimens to practitioners and be available for con. 
sultation with them he should be a registered medical 
man. In the case of radiology, the medical radiologists 
are endeavouring to protect their word by making it apply 
in every reference as far as possible in medical journals 
and elsewhere to medical men engaged in radiology, in the 
hope that in years to come the courts may hold that 
‘* radiologist ’’ implies a medical qualification. Sympathy 
was expressed with the desire of the Pathologists Group to 
protect the word ‘‘ pathologist,’’ but the Committee failed 
to see how this could be done. 


Dental Benefit Regulations 


The Dental Benefit Regulations, 1936, were laid before 
the Committee and attention was drawn to the altered 
position with regard to anaesthetics. In the regulations 
which are being superseded it is provided that the anaes 
thetist must in all cases of prolonged anaesthesia bea 
registered medical practitioner or a registered dentist 
(other than the dentist performing the extraction) skilled 
in the administration of a suitable general anaesthetic and 
included in an approved list. In the new regulations t 
is proposed to dispense with this requirement and to sub- 
stitute a regulation which would permit of the administte 
tion of a general anaesthetic in dental cases either by aly 
registered medical practitioner or by any registered der- 
tist. The Committee felt it was desirable that the position 
which obtained under the former regulations should, m 
the public interest, be retained, and representations a 
being made to the Council to that effect.

A letter was read from the British Red Cross Society 
relating to the decision of the British Medical Association 
that members of the profession should be suitably re- 
munerated for teaching nursing and first aid, and that a 
guinea a lecture appeared suitable. The Society desired 
to be assured that this did not apply to medical officers 
of voluntary aid detachments, such officers being on a 
footing with medical officers of territorial medical units, 
who, of course, would make no charge for training given 
by them to the rank and file. The view of the Committee 
was that outside their own detachment medical officers 
should be entitled to a fee for such services. 

The fee offered to civilian practitioners by the Air 
Ministry for examination of candidates submitting them- 
selves for a test of fitness for flying was considered on a 
letter from a member. The Committee suggested an 
appropriate fee, but before taking it up with the Air 
Ministry decided to consult with the Naval and Military 
Committee.

CURRENT NOTES 


Fees for Administration of Anaesthetics in Connexion 
with Dental Treatment 


The attention of the Association hasbeen directed to the 
Provisional Dental Benefit Regulations which came into 
force on January 6th last, and which deal, inter alia, with 
the fees to be paid when dental benefit under the National 
Health Insurance Acts is given to members of approved 
societies. Paragraph 4 (b) of the Second Schedule to 
these Provisional Regulations is as follows: 


Administration of general anaesthetics: Fee per case in 
connexion with the extraction of: : 


One to four teeth 5s. Od. 
Five to eight teeth ... 7s. 6d. 
*Nine to twelve teeth ... Ad its 12s. 6d. 
*Thirteen to sixteen teeth ... as 17s. 6d. 
*Seventeen or more teeth... «. £1 Is. Od. 


* Provided that no fee in excess of 7s. 6d. shall be 
payable for the administration of a general anaesthetic 
unless a doctor or dentist (other than the dentist performing 
the extractions) administers the anaesthetic. 


From inquiries which continue to reach the Medical 
Secretary it is apparent that doubt exists in many 
quarters as to the position of registered medical practi- 
tioners under the above paragraph of the Regulations. 
The Annual Representative meeting of the Association in 
1927 expressed the following opinion as to the minimum 
fees which should be accepted by medical practitioners 
administering anaesthetics for dental operations as an 
additional benefit under the National Health Insurance 
Acts: 


(a) For the simple administration of nitrous oxide or a 
similar anaesthetic, 10s. 6d. if only one patient is dealt 
with ; but if more than one patient is dealt with at the 
same time and place the fee should be 7s. 6d. per patient ; 

(b) For other administrations, whatever the anaesthetic, 
the fee should be £1 Is. ; 


and practitioners should be guided by that opinion in 
performing work of this nature. Where, at the request of 
a patient or dentist, a medical practitioner is called in to 
administer an anaesthetic in these cases the difference 
between the fee to be paid under the new Regulations and 
the fee suggested by the Association must be borne by 
those responsible for the engagement.
